Cullerton and others 
supposed the act d contigne in office 
the present set 2 eity offtiais in 
caso oof its adoption: The action of 
the last General Assembly, bowever, changed 
materially the ast ot of What was at that time 
considered a good joke. Should the ineorpora- 
tion act of 1872 be adopted by popular vote next 
Friday, the Ma yor and some other principal offi- 
cers of the present City Government believe they 
will continue in office until April, 1876 or 1877, 
as the act of 1872 provides only for an election for 
Mayor on thé third Tuesday of every odd year 
after 1873. The Aldermen and many of the 
lesser city officers taink they would hold over 
until April, 1876, as their election is provided for 
by the act in an eleotion| accurrmg on the third 
Tuesday in April of.each year. But the act dis- 
tinctly provides that all the members of the 
Council shall be elected ab the first 
annual election after the adoption of the act, and 
thereby cuts short, by six months, the terms of 
those Aldermen who were elected in 1874, while 
at the same time it apparently lengthens, by five 
months the terms of those Aldermen and officers 
elected in the fall of 1878. All these difficulties

Opinions upon legal points—there will be no vestage of 
a City Government—no nothing. Then, when this 
comes, the only remedy will be to have a special ser- 
sion of the Legislature called, and in some way, if 
possible, get that body to repeal this charter of 12732. 
All eTorts on the part of city officers or of others to 
secure the adoption of this act, at Friday's election, 
wil! only result in plunging Chicago in this most terri- 
ble of cond tion, 

It was o avoid juct this constitutional dificnlty that 
the Citizens’ Association in preparing their bill, fixed in 
the date of th munici al election inNovember insteadof 
the spring, They wereaware of the complications that 
might arise Were an April election determined u 
and accordingly, while acknowledging the advisability 
of disconnecting the civie and general elections, de- 
cided to have the municipal officers elected in the fall.

CRIME. 


MURDER AT SOMERVILLE, TENN, 

Mempurs, Teun., April 20.—Oscar Barton was 
killed at Somerville, Tenn., yesterday, by a man 
named Doyle, Burton, last fall, bad a terrible 
encounter with three brothers named Rives, dur- 
ing which two of the Rives were killed and the 
other dangerously wounded, Burton being shot 
nine times, and, it was thought, fatally wound- 
ed. No particulars of the killing of Burton have 
beer received. 

Later advices from Somerville state that Oscar 
Burton was kMed by a young man named Thom- 
as N. Doyle, his former room-mate, who had 
been summoned before the Grand Jury and 
questioned as to Burton carrying arms, as 
were two others. Doyle after testifying told 
Burton what he bad done, and offered to 
pay hie fine Barton told him he 
wouldn't shoot an unarmed man, but 
warned him he would shoot him the next time he 
saw him. On Monday morning Dole started 
from his store to his breakfast, and, in passing 
Burton's boarding-house, saw the latter come 
out, and put his haod into hia bosom, Doyle 
returned to- the store, armed bimsalf with 
& shotgun and revolver, and son saw 
Burton crossing the street towards the 
store, He fired the contents of both bar- 
rels into Burton's body. The latter fell, 
nad Doyle fired twice more with the revolver, 
but Burton was already dead. Burton was bat 
18 years Of age, and, in addition to the two 
Rives whom he killed last August, he hed killed 
a man nearly three years since. Burton's father 
was killed in a rencontre in this city before the 
War. Doyle was arrested and held for examina- 
tion,

London, July 21, 1875. From the terms of 


the constitution as adopted in New York, it 
does not appear that the immediate 
purpose of the confederation is the union of 
the various branchesof the Reformed Church 
ander one name or one general organization ;

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We are creditably informed that there is a 
quiet, but deliberate and determined, organi- 
zation under the lead of two or three profes- 
sional vote-brokers to carry the election of 
next Friday in favor of reorganizing the city 
under the charter of 1872. The bummers, 
loafers, gamblers, thieves, and land-streichers 
can be used on that day, when there is no 
registration required, as effectively as they 
were used at the town-elections a couple of 
weeks ago. If they be permitted te succeed 
next Friday as they did then, the result will 
be infinitely more disastrous, and they can 
Only be defeated by equal determination on 
the part of the intelligent and respectable 
classes. a 

This organized effort to carry the charter 
of 1872 is believed to be pted by certain 
city officials who expect their tenure of office 
to be extended by its adoption. The charter 
of 1872 provides that if a majority of the 
votes cast shall be for city organization under 
the general law, such city shall thenceforth be 
deemed to be organized under this act; and 
the city officers then in office shall there- 
upon exercise the powers conferred upon 
like officers in this act until their successors 
shall be elected and qualified.” The new 
charter goes into effect immediately upon its 
adoption, and there could be no election next 
November, as provided by the old city char- 
ter, because all the provisions of the latter 
inconsistent with the provisions of the char- 
ter of 1872 will have been repealed. The 
charter of 1872 (Art. IV., Elections) provides 
as follows: 

1, A general election fur city officers shall be held on 
the third Tuesday H April of each year. 

2. At the general election held in 1873, and biennial- 
ly thereafter, a Mayor shall be elected in each city, 

Under these provisions there could be no 
general election of city officers until the 
spring of next year, and there could be no 
election for Mayor until April, 1877. So far 
as the new charter is concerned, the present 
city officers would hold over six montis 
beyond the term for which they were elected, 
and Mayor Cor vm eighteen months beyond 
his original term. Hence the motive for en- 
couraging the adoption of the charter of 
1872. 

But if this is the purpose, the leaders have 
counted without their host. The Constitn- 
tion of the State, among its miscellaneous 
provisions, Art. IV., Sec. 28, es: Vo law 
shali be passed which operate to extend the 
term of any public officer after his election or 
appointment.” 


As an inevitable result of the adoption of 


“the charter of 1872, therefore, the City of Chi- 


cago will be without any legal officers for siz 
months, and without a legal Mayor for year 
and a half. No election can he held in the fall 
under the old charter, for this provision will 
have been repealed by the adoption of the new. 
No election can be held under the new charter 
until the nextspring. And the constitutional 
provision we have quoted expressly prohibits 
the present city officers from exercising the 
functions appertaining to their respective 
places after the expiration of their original 
term. Chicago will be in a sorry plight. No 
ordinance passed meanwhile can be enforced; 
no taxes can be levied or collected; no 
money can be borrowed; the Police and Fire 
Departments must be disbanded; no ordi- 
nance will have legal force, and the people 
of Chicago will be powerless to help 
themselves.

WHEAT EXPORTS AND THE TARIFF. 

There is a paper published in this city in 
the interests of the protected few, against the 
interests of the non-protected masses, which 

puts forth the preposterous statement that 
the increase of the exportation of grain from 
this country (to Great Britain) is in conse- 
quence of the increase in the tariff since 
1861! ) 
The idea seems to be that by making goods 
dear by means of high tariff taxation the 
farmer is compelled to export more grain to 
pay his debts and purchase his goods. There 
is no question but he has to pay about a 
third more for his goods than he wonld un- 
der the tariff of 1857; but it is nonsense to 
affirm that Great Britain purchases any more 
Western produce by n of the high price 
our farmers are ob to pay for their mer- 
chandise. Since the repeal of the Corn laws 
and the establishment of free trade in Great 
Britain, that country has grown so prosper- 
ous that the people consume vastly more 
white bread and beef than they did formerly, 
which fact accounts for the increased demand 
for American wheat. 

The great principle upon which a pro- 
tective tariff is defended is that it creates a 
home market and increases the home con- 
sumption ; but, according to the Chicago 
organ, it has so reduced the home con- 
sumption that the surplus to be exported has 
doubled! It is actually carrying away the 
bread from the doors of our own people 

The fact is that Great Britain is our prin- 
cipal customer for breadstuffs, and Great 
Britain buys these wherever she can get them 
at the least cost and on the best terms. ‘The 
consumption of breadstuffs in Great Britain 
has increased per capita of the population 
nearly fourfold since 1848. The consumption 
of imported breadstuffs per head of the pop- 
ulation in 1848 was 87.11 pounds; in 1871 
it was 150.63 pounds. In the meantinie, 
the agriculturists of England find it more 
profitable to produce that which cannot be 
imported, hence they have increased their 
pasture lands, and have turned their atten- 
tion to producing meats which cannot be im- 
ported fresh. ‘Thus, there are several rea- 
sons for an increased British demand for 
breadstuffs. The large increase of popula- 
tion, the greatly increased consumption of 
bread per capita, and the falling off of local 
production. The West has various compet- 
itors in supplying the British market,—Cali- 
fornia, Canada, Russia, Poland, France, Hun- 
gary, and lately Australia. The surplus 
wheat crop of South Australia and Victoria 
this year was about 11,000,000 bushels. 
Wherever England can exchange her manu- 
factures for raw materials or food, she pur- 
chases. Great Britain imports about $1,800, - 
000,000 of raw materials and food every 
year; and she exchanges these raw mate- 
tials in a manufactured form for the food, 
and hence is increasing her importations 
every year. 

The most material bearing that the Amer- 
ican tariff has upon the export of American 
breadstuffs is, that since 1861 the American 
producer has received in exchange for his ex- 
ports from one-quarter to one-third less in 
quantity in other commodities, such as iron 
and cotton and woolen clothing, than he did 
between 1846 and 1861. One-third of the 
breadstuffs consumed in Great Britain are 
imported, and for what we furnish of this 
vast amount we receive, because of our tariff, 
only two-thirds the weight and number of 
yards of exchange goods that other coun- 
tries receive for the same quantity of grain. 


GRASSHOPPERS FOR GREENBACKS. 
A singular poyerty of invention has thus 


far been shown by the persons who wish to 
get rid of the glittering delusion of gold and 
the specious fraud of silver, and simply eoin 
the faith and resources of the nation” into 
a circulating medium.

We urged 
that every man should manufacture his own 
money, that brown wrapping-paper should be 
the material, and that it should be the proud 
prerogative of every American sovereign to 
issue limitless I. O. U. s“ and have them 
all legal tender. Notwithstanding this valu- 
able suggestion, the conventions of rag-wor- 
shipers have» still insistéd upon one particu- 
‘lar sort of shinplaster, prepared and printed 
in one perticular way. Despite this blind 
disregard of an enlightened idea, we have not 
faltered in the search for a sort t money” 
which should be abundant and cheap and 
nasty enough to satisfy the utmost desires of 
Mr. Wenpeu Ps, and Mr. Indianapo- 
lis Bvonaxax, and Mr. Pig-Iron Ketxer:

The new money will be cheap as dirt 
and just about as plenty. A  penni- 
less person has only to catch a feminine 
grasshopper, squeeze a million eggs out of 
her, put them in the sun for a few hours, 
and then pick up a million legal tenders. 

It is thus evident that a legal-tender cur- 
rency composed of grasshoppers would be 
based on faith and resources, would be non- 
exportable, would circulate with the utmost 
rapidity, and would be both cheap and 
abundant. An exhaustless supply of raw 
material is now being hatched out on the 
Northwestern prairies, and the opportanity 
should not be lost. If we are to have a wild- 
cat circulating medium, it might as well be 
composed of wild grasshoppers as anything 
else. 


EMBARRASSMENTS OF ROYALTY. 
Some time ago the London 7imes officially 


announced the intended visit of the Prince of 
Wales to India, and took the occasion to dis- 
cuss the effect which would be produced upon 
Indian people by the visit of the son of their 
Empress, who in all probability would be 
their future Emperor. 

A writer in the same paper in a later issue, 
who is familiar with the people of India from 
long residence among them, suggests that the 
visit be not rashly made, nor without an esti- 
mate of the cost that will necessarily be in- 
curred. In the minds of the natives of India, 
England is the centre of power and splendor, 
the throne of Vioronta the grandest upon 
earth, and her eldest son second only to her- 
self in title to homage and respect. They 
are prepared to do much to show their 
loyalty, but will expect much from their 
visitor. He will require to travel sixty days 
in India to visit the principal centres and re- 
ceive the native Princes. The visit, if a 
royal progress, will be costly ; if a cheap #f- 
fair, it will be disappointing and disgusting 
to the natives. Royal presents on a grand 
scale are expected as a part of all Owental 
royalty, for which gifts will be returned. The 
sale of these gifts received might reduce the 
necessary expenditures, though the natives 
would be better pleased if their gifts were 
not sold. 

The Prince would have to travel with a 
Court, embracing representatives of his no- 
bility, and of the army, navy, law, and 
Church. He should have a guard or escort of 
10,000 men to be on a par in this respect 
with the native Princes, and should have an 
extensive provision of tents, horses, camels, 
elephants, etc. The cash cost or outlay for 


the trip is thus condensed :

This expense, of course, will be increased 
f the Princess of Wales accompany her 
husband. 

Alarming tothe English economist as this 
array of figures will be, the writer, speaking 
from actual knowledge, declares that any- 
thing less among a people accustomed to 
splendor and pageantry as evidences of 
power, would be a gross mistake and will 
provoke contempt. 

The result of all this is, that the visit of 
the Prince will not probably take place. 
While the Indians associate royalty with dis- 
play and prodigal expenditure, democratic 
John Bull counts the cost, and he will not be 
likely to levy a new tax to raise money to en- 
gage in a swap-trade of presents, in which he 
is expected to give two pounds away for every 
one pound received. 


SECRETARY DELANO. 

It is stated in the gossip from Washington 
that before the President left that city for 
the Concord-Lexington celebration he indi- 
cated to Mr. Detano, Secretary of the In- 
terior, that his resignation was desired, and 
would be accepted. The reasons given for 
this are, that a son of the Secretary has been 
concerned in a number of discreditable trans- 
actions, and that the papers and proofs have 
been placed in the hands of the President. 
The Secretary disclaims any connection with 
his son's misconduct ; but, as the business 
pertained to the Interior Department, it is 
assumed that if he was not cognizant of them 
he ought to have been. The name of As- 
sistant Secretary Cowan is mentioned in con- 
nection with the office as successor. 

Without intending to indorse the allega- 
tions against Secretary DL. Ax o, we incline to 
the opinion that his retirement from the Oab- 
inet is desirable in many respects. In the 
first place, he had no special qualifications for 
the office, and his appointment gave mo polit- 
ical strength to the party or to the Adminis- 
tration. His official life has been under a 
cloud of suspicion and of direct allegation 
from almost the beginning of his term as Sec- 
retary of the Interior. The Indian Bureau 
and the pine land sales and leases have been 
the fruitful sources of the most disgraceful 
scandals, and none of these scandals have 
been met with the refutation which their 
magnitude and the elevated position of the 
Secretary deserved. 

For a number of years the contracts for 
the supply of beef to the Indians have, di- 
rectly or indirectly, been obtained by the 
same person. How this has been accom- 
plished has been a mystery to the uninitiated. 
In army citcles there is a theory that this 
favorite or lucky contractor bids below all 
competitors and then turns in the catile at 
double their actual weight. It is declared 
that the real reason of the Indians recently 
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seems to us to reflect credit upon his conduct. 
The facts, briefly, are these: Lrromrrmip 
Brothers were building the St. Paul & 
Railroad, and failed; ve authority 
being obtained, $6,000,000 of bonds were 
issued, and the main road completed. Land 
grants were then obtained for a branch to 
Pembina, a deed of trust was made, and 
$15,000,000 more of bonds, secured by first’ 
mortgage, were issued and sent to Lapman, 
Rosentuat & Co., in Holland, for sale. Be- 
fore being sold, the bankers made advances, 
and work was begun. With the money, 
83,000 tons of rails were purchased, of 
which 18,000 were laid, the others 
remaining in warehouse in New Tork. 
Needing money, the Company applied . 
the bankers, who said they had sold 
$9,000,000 of the bonds, with which they had 
settled the advances, paid interest, commis- 
sions, ete., and that nothing remained. Mr. 
Moorneap, one of the Trustees, who was 
also one of the contractors, being in arrears 
for wages to his workmen, applied to Jar 
Coon & Co., who loaned him $800,000 on a 
pledge of a warehouse certificate for 16,000 
tons of rails, When this money was ex- 
hausted another application was made to the 
bankers, who answered that they intended to 
hold the $6,000,000 unsold bonds to protect 
their customers who held the other bonds of 
the Company. Work was stopped, and the 
road was put into the hands of a Receiver. 
This was in 1872. * 

In 1873 came the panic, and Jay Coon & 
Co., of Philadelphia, obtained a loan from 
Jay Coons, Morton & Co., of London, 
giving the warehouse receipts for the 16,000 
tons of railroad iron on which they had 
made their loan to the Railroad Company. 
Nevertheless, Jay Cooxm& Co. failed. 

Some time previously, the London house of 
Jax Cooxx, McCurz0o0cn & Co. had been ap- 
pointed fiscal agents of the United States, 
and held $1,500,000 of money of the Navy 
Department. The Secretary had intimated 
his purpore of withdrawing this money, and 
Mr. MeComocn came to the United States to 
prevent this, if possible. He reached the 
United States the day after Jay Coons fail- 
ure. Mr. MOLL oon, claiming that the with- 
drawal of so large a Geposit would force his 
London firm into bankruptcy, in which case 
the Navy Department would lose all, offered 
to secure the Department, and for that pur- 
pose placed in the hands of the Secretary 
various securities, Including the: warehouse 
receipts for the 16,000 tons of railroad iron. 
The receipts, therefore, passed to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Subsequently the Secre- 
tary, having to forward $400,000 to the 
Naval Paymaster in London, left it to the dis- 
cretion of the latter to deposit it with Coonx, 
McOvuxiocs & Co. or not. The Paymaster, 
to make matters certain, required se- 
curity, and Cooxz, MoOvittoce & Oo., 
of London, turned ont to him the 
warehouse receipts of the remaining 
4,000 tons of railroad iron of the St Paul & 
Pacific Railroad Company. Since then the 
London firm of Jar Coon MoCunzoce & 
Co. has gone into liquidation, Mr. Moor- 
Loon settling its affairs. He has paid off all 
the debts save those of the Navy Department, 
and has paid that in fact./ The Secretary of 
the Navy holds the securities, including the 
warehouse receipts for the iron. 

Now the Dutch bondholders have, through 
the Trustees of the Company, brought suit 
for the recovery of the 16, 000 tons ofiron orig- 
inally pledged to Jay Cooxx & Co., and by them 
pledged to Cooxz, MOOVULL OO & Co., of Lon- 
don, and by the latter assigned to the Secretary 
of the Navy.

LEGAL ECCENTRICITIES. 
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How Suit Against 8, J. Walker, 


STATE INSURANCE. 
DRAGGING SLOWLY ALON. 7 
Special isvatch to The Chicage Tribune, 

Wuearon, April 20.—The State Insurance 
Company case entered upon its eighth day this 
morning, and appears to lessen in interest as it 
grows in age. For the first time the Jndge’s 
patience gave way under the pressure of im- 
material evidence, and jurors showed sizns of 
weariness, as they rolled from side to side in 
their chairs, in search of a comfortable attitude 
for dreamland. 

The case was opened with a continuation of 
the reading of J. B. Smith's deposition, which 
was followed by that of J. H. Park. 

J. H. TRUMAN, 
partner of N. C. Perkins, of Chicago, was the 
first witness: He entered the office of Perkins 


in 1972, and knew the defendants. He was ac- 
quainted with C. M. Smith, and worked several 

yé for him in buying policies. He bought two 
cies-—one of Kenley & Jenkins, in August, for which 
he paid 75 cents, and one of Mrs, Furrell, in July, for 
12 or 18 cents on the dollar. He acted awhile as at- 
torney for Perkins when he was Assignee, 

Cross-exzamined He purchased the policy of Mrs. 
Farrell for himseif, at her own price, and subsequent- 
ly sold it to Smith fora slight advance. 

J. P. COATES, 

ee of the National Loan & Trust Company, was 
recalled, producing the books of the Company, The 
Witness ed the several books in his possession, 
stating that ‘he individual ledger and journal covering 
the year et 1871 were missing. He had all the books 
new that he ever had. He had not found any account 
with the State Insurance Company, but found ac- 
counts with several of the defendants. The witness 
was then asked to turn to the account of G. W. Me- 
Mullen in individual ledger Na. 4. He read the vari- 
ous items showing that McMullen had enjoyed a large 
credit with the bank, and that a forwarded charge from 
the missing ledger of 8,410.30 headed the hist. Wit- 
ness then turned to the accounts of Smith Bros, 
& Co., G. C. Smith, O. M. Smith, the Assignee of the 
State Insurance Company, G. A. Suufeidt, Jr., J. B. 
Smith & Co., James Van Inwagen, and H. A. Haribut, 
The several accounts were critically examined, the 
witness finding that in the secount of the latter 
there was au erasure. He did not have the 
corresponding journal.“ beute could not explein the 
Bev entries. He had never seen any deposit-tickeis 
atthe bank. Ledger No.6 was then subjected to a 
like exansination, but without eliciting any material 
information. He found by the books that the Assignee 
— the State Insurance Company owed the bank 

57,000, 

cross-examined: He knew nothing of lost books. 
All the books turned over to him he now had. The 
witness then detailed bis handling of the books since 
they came into hie possession. It was impossible 
for him to have loti any of them. in. the 
course of numbers it appeared that General 
Ledger and Individual Ledger No. 3 were missing. 
They had never come to his hands, The witness then 
turned to Huribut's account as Assignee, and explained 
the erasures, When appointed Assignee over Hurlbut, 
nothing of value was turned over to him except the 
books. He found nothing on the books to indicate that 
the defendants hed divided the alleged profit from the 
purchase Of policies, ete, 

Redirect: He found s credit on Ledger No, 5 of 
$90,00 ) to the State Insurance Company. There was 
an erasure in the entrv. 

HENRY T. MURRAY 

was the next witnees: He was corresponding clerk in 
the National Loan and Trust Company before the fre, 
and afterward made assistant teller. The witness was 
handed General Ledger No, 4, and asked to read the 
account of G. C. Smith & Bed., No. 2, which showed to 
their credit $53,800.95. Ledger No. 5 was turned to, 
and in the account of the State Insurance Company a 
similar eredit appeared, The two books were then 
alternately examined, without eliciting anything im- 
portant, The witness learned of the missing ledger 
while at the bank, and wae instructed to look for it, 
He did not know anything of the bank profiti by 
purchasing policies of the State Company, or of the 
defendants dividing such profits. 

Crase-eramined: He found a balance to the oredit 
of G. C. Smith & Bro,, in ledger No. 4, of $85,900.95, 
which was carried forward to the credit of the Btate 
Insurance Company. He did not know why the credit 
had been made e investment“ and “bills re- 
ceivable ” accounts were shown the witness. He could 
not commect the account with the State Inswrance 
Company in any way. 

The deposition of R. B. Mason, of Chicago, was 
then read, after which the Court adjourned until to- 
morrow morning. 

The Assienee of the National Loan and Trust Com- 
y, the late bookkeepers, amd another beteh of 
ks, will be the objects of inqmry at the reasesem- 

bling of the Court.

NARROW-GAUGE RAILWAYS WITH WOODEN 
RAILS. 


Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

Erkan, Ia., April 10.— Necessity” is seid

dépression, when railway investments are gener- 
ally distrusted, such improvement must stop 


| and wait unless a cheaper material than iron or 


steel rails can be found to auswer the purpose 
for a railway track. Emerson has said. The 
way to learn to do anything is to do it,” and 
that perbaps may be said to be the Yankee way 
of learning to do things. We have as our means 
of communication with the outside world the 
„Iowa Eastern Railroad, from Beulah, on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, 10 
miles west of McGregor, to a point about 1 
miles from our town. The portion of 
the road built and used up to last fall 
was operated upon an iron rail weighing 
80 pounds to the yard, th e gauge being 8 feet, 
Tue road bas been used nearly three years, aud 
last year the earnings were over $2,000 per mile, 
mostly for freight, and yet the iron rails show 
no marks of wear'ecarcely at all, and are to all 
appearance nearly as good as new. The wear 
and tear is very slight indeed. Last fall it was 
desired that the road be extended a few miles to 
reach Elxader and Motor, aud as there were no 
funds within the reach of the road and the 
people of those towns were too small to pay 
for iron rails it was determined to try a wooden 
rail. The rail used is maple, 3½ by 5 inches, 
and from 15 0 18 feet in length. Every set- 
ond or third tie is slotted so that the rails 
will fit into it, end can be wedged 
in tight, and at the ends rails 
are halved together and bolted with good strong 
boits, and paint is used in all joints to protect 
the wood. The inside upper corner of the rail is 
rounded, so that the cars will run smoothly over 
it. Nearly 2 miles of this track was laid ‘down 
last fall, and has been used during the winter, 
the trains running over it two or three times a 
week. There are one or two pretty sharp curves 
in the track as laid, where the wooden rail seems 
to answer very well.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The regular weekly meeting of the Board of 
Health was held yesterday afternoon at their 
rooms in Honore Block, President Hahn in the 
Chair. There were present, besides the Presi- 
dent, Dre. Miller, Geiger, and Hooke, and 
Mesera, Moore and McDermott. The Sanitary 
Superintendent’s report for the week shows that 
during that time there were 147 deaths, a de- 
crease of 30 as compared with that of the pre- 
ceding week, an increase of 86 as compared with 
the preceding week of last ge By diseases, 
there died of consumption, 16; pneumonia, 13 ; 
measies, 4; bronchitis, 5; tabes mesenterica, 
6; manition, 6. There were males, 72; fe- 
males, 75; married, 43; si „ 104; colored, 2. 
The largest number of deaths in any one ward 
was 18 in the Fifteenth. There were 14 in the 
Sixth; 12 im the Ninth; 11 each in the Fifth, 
Seventh, Eighth, and Sixteenth ; and 1 each in 
the First, Nineteenth, and Twentieth. There 
were 54 of foreign parentage and 26 native Chi- 
cagoans. The mean temperature of the week 
was 36.3 degrees. Only two cases of smaill-pox 
were during the week. 

The Health Officer’s report states that d 

the week 494 nuisance notices have been served, 
and 611 nuisances have been abated, and 45 
sewer notices bave been served. The Health 
Officer farther recommends that the ordinance 
respecting the kee,.ng of more than three cattle 
inside the city limits be rigidly enforced after 
June 1. He was accordingly notified to order ali 
persons owning more than three cows to comply 
with the ordinance by that time. 
The Sanitary Inspectors’ reports were very 
favorable, especially in regard to the clearing 
away of rabbish acctimulating on the streets 
during the winter. Moses Hooke, Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, submitted the annual 
estimate of the Board for the year 1875-6, 
amounting to $144,807.59. The estimate was 
proved, as the only new features involved are 
e salaries of six additional sanitary policemen, 
and an appropriation of 52.000 for a public bath. 
The Sanitary Supermtendent read a letter in 
laudation of the management of the Small-Pox 
Hos pital. 

After the transaction of some minor business, 
such as the receiving of applicatiqgs for posi- 
tious, the Board then adjourned.

Boston, April 20.—If all the celebrations of 
the centenoial of the revolutionary events par- 
take of the spirit of that which yesterday giori- 
tied Lexington and Concord, these seven years 
to come will be marked by a most agreeabie and 
sensible revival of patriotic emotions. The ex- 
tent of the public interest iu the matter exceed - 
ed all expectations. It wés made a national 
event by the participation of the President and 
many high officers of the Government. No 
other word can so fitly describe at once the car- 
cumstances and the impression as the word 

OVERWHELMING. 
All the atrangements had been made with 
great care, and it seemed beforehand as H noch- 
ing had been overlooked, and the preordained 
programme would be formally and satisfactorily 
carried out. Bo it would have been doubtless if 
the people had not crushed if by their mass. As 
it was, it was struggled with as well as possible, 
and, on the whole, creditably got through witb. 
The raijroads strained every resource to supphy 
conyeyance, but it seemed as if they done next 
to nothing, so much in excess of their 
capacity was the demand for transvortation. 
People waited in the Lowell aad FPitchb- 
burg stations three and four hours, and 
some dozen long trains left one after another, in 
which it was impossible to get a standing place, 
they being filled as soon as ready, and diminish- 
ing the crowds hardly perceptibly. Tne number 
of strangers in Concord and Lexington yesterday 
must have been 
OVER FIFTY THOUSAND. 

That these vast throngs were entertained as well
